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RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 


FOR  CONDUCTING 


THE  AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 


First. — The  Ambulance  Service  is  conducted  from  the  Society's  own  garage , 
in  the  rear  of  its  office  building ,  1627  Chestnut  Street ,  and  can  be  obtained  at  any 
hour  by  calling  Bell  Phone ,  Spruce  2721 ,  2722 ,  Keystone  Phone ,  Race  1-90 ,  or 
Police  Bell  Phone — “  The  Penna.  S.  P.  C.  A." 

Second. — The  Ambulance  District  comprises  the  City  of  Philadelphia ,  and 
within  the  territory  bounded  by  Lehigh  Avenue  and  Snyder  Avenue,  Delaware 
Avenue  and  Twenty-fourth  Street,  the  charge  for  moving  a  disabled  animal 
shall  be  $j.  To  points  beyond  the  prescribed  boundary  the  rates  shall  be  $2  per 
mile,  allowing  ten  squares  to  the  mile. 

Third. — The  prime  object  of  the  service  being  the  removal  from  the  street 
of  sick  and  injured  animals,  special  cases,  such  as  moving  an  animal  from  one 
stable  to  another,  or  to  depots,  steamboat  landings  and  places  of  shipment,  will 
be  attended  to  when  they  in  no  way  interfere  with  the  regular  work,  and  special 
rates  will  be  charged  for  such  service. 

Fourth. — Animals  will  only  be  moved  at  the  request  of  the  owner,  or  of  some 
responsible  person,  and  delays  or  misunderstandings  will  be  avoided  if  parties 
telephoning  will  give  exact  location  of  injured  animal,  place  to  which  it  is  to  be 
taken,  and  name  and  address  of  owner.  Dead  animals,  and  those  affected  with 
contagious  diseases,  shall  not  be  hauled  in  the  ambulance. 

Fifth. — A  derrick  for  hoisting  horses  from  holes  and  excavations  can  be 
obtained  at  the  office  of  the  Society  for  a  moderate  charge. 

The  Pennsylvania  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals,  instituted 
in  1867,  was  the  first  humane  organization  established  in  Pennsylvania,  and  all 
kindred  associations  since  formed  in  this  State  are  offshoots  from  the  parent 
Society.  It  was  also  the  first  organization  to  provide,  in  1873,  an  ambulance  for 
the  removal  of  disabled  animals,  and  the  first  to  furnish  a  derrick  with  chain, 
pulley  and  sling  for  hoisting  animals  from  excavations.  To  meet  the  expense 
of  our  charity  work,  and  to  properly  maintain  this  life-saving  service ,  contribu¬ 
tions  will  be  gladly  received  and  acknowledged.

FORTY-SIXTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF 

The  Pennsylvania  Society  for  the  Prevention 

of  Cruelty  to  Animals 


To  our  Members  and  Friends: — 

It  requires  but  a  moment’s  thought  to  demonstrate  that  our 
industries,  our  commerce  the  supply  of  our  necessities  and  our 
comforts  depend  largely  upon  the  animal  world. 

The  work  of  humane  societies  in  seeking  to  secure  proper 
protection  and  care  for  the  dumb  creation  is  not,  therefore,  as 
so  many  seem  to  suppose,  a  mere  matter  of  sentiment,  but  it  is 
the  careful  fostering  of  what  may  be  called  our  leading  commer¬ 
cial  and  social  interests.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  in  no  branch  of 
benevolent  work  is  there  so  large  an  actual  and  tangible  return 
for  the  amount  invested  as  in  anti-cruelty  organizations. 

Less  than  a  century  ago  the  first  society  for  the  prevention  of 
cruelty  to  animals  was  established  in  London,  the  event  being 
worthy  to  be  called  a  triumph  of  civilization.  The  world  does  not 
realize  the  progress  it  makes  except  by  now  and  then  looking  back 
and  comparing  the  present  with  the  past.  Up  to  the  time  of  the 
establishment  of  the  Royal  Society  P.  C.  A.,  there  seems  to  have 
been  no  open  recognition  of  man’s  obligation  to  brute  life ;  the  gen- 
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eral  treatment  of  animals  was  inhuman,  and  the  most  reckless  and 
cruel  punishment  and  total  disregard  of  the  bodily  suffering  of 
animals  was  exhibited  on  the  public  highways.  If  the  first  anti¬ 
cruelty  society  represented  growth  in  civilization,  the  existence 
of  societies  in  all  parts  of  the  world  to-day  shows  wonderful 
progress  from  the  starting  point. 

Cruelty  degrades  while  mercy  uplifts  every  human  mind,  and 
the  man  who  begins  by  being  kind  to  the  beast  which  works  by 
his  side  all  day  acquires  habits  of  kindness  and  gentleness  to  all 
his  kin  and  becomes  a  better  citizen  and  a  better  man. 

During  the  year  nineteen  thirteen  our  agents  were  called  upon 
to  investigate  over  sixty  thousand  instances  of  animal  abuse,  of 
which  only  six  hundred  and  seventy-four  were  of  such  a  char¬ 
acter  as  to  require  the  prosecution  of  the  offender. 

Flagrant  abuses  are  of  rare  occurrence,  as  compared  with 
former  years.  Then  a  driver  would  become  abusive  if  spoken  to 
by  an  agent.  Now  a  warning  finger  will  deter  him  from  com¬ 
mitting  cruelty  and  in  the  great  majority  of  cases  he  will  com¬ 
ply  with  every  request  made  by  our  representatives. 

While  we  occasionally  lose  the  friendship  of  an  overzealous 
person,  who  believes  that  a  prosecution  should  be  instituted  in 
every  complaint  of  ill-treatment  of  animals,  we  have  gained  the 
valuable  support  of  many  conservative  men  and  women,  who 
realize  that  greater  good  can  be  accomplished  by  giving  advice  to 
drivers  and  owners  of  animals  than  by  resorting  to  punitive 
measures. 

We  must  again  call  attention  to  the  smallness  of  our  member¬ 
ship  rolls.  If  it  were  not  for  the  income  derived  from  invested 
funds,  the  receipts  from  annual  contributions  and  donations  would 
not  defray  the  expenses  of  our  society  for  a  month.  As  there 
are  so  many  well  supported  charities  in  Philadelphia  looking 
after  the  needs  of  mankind,  it  seems  but  reasonable  to  suppose 
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that  the  very  few  that  are  protecting  animal  life  should  receive 
at  least  moderate  financial  assistance.  Won't  you  aid  us  ? 


OPERATIONS  OF  THE  YEAR  1913, 

During  the  year  just  ended  our  agents  paid  twenty-three 
thousand,  eight  hundred  and  twenty-seven  (23,827)  visits 
to  the  various  dumping  grounds;  ten  thousand,  four  hundred 
and  forty-eight  (10,448)  to  the  Delaware  wharves  and  steam¬ 
boat  landings;  four  thousand,  one  hundred  and  twenty-two 
(4,122)  to  the  Schuylkill  wharves,  express  and  freight  stations; 
nineteen  thousand,  two  hundred  and  fifteen  (19,215)  to  the 
various  poultry  districts;  five  hundred  and  ten  (510)  to 
Fairmount  Park;  four  hundred  sixty-eight  (468)  to  stock- 
yards  and  slaughter  houses;  thirty  thousand,  two  hundred 
and  forty-nine  (30,249)  to  building  operations  and  six  hun¬ 
dred  and  sixteen  (616)  to  near-by  towns. 

The  labors  of  our  agents  also  resulted  in  the  investigation  of 
sixty-two  thousand  and  three  (62,003)  cases,  as  follows:  —

NATIONAL  AND  STATE  CONFERENCES. 

Our  society  was  represented  at  the  annual  sessions  of  The 
American  Humane  Association  (national  body)  and  the  Fed¬ 
erated  Humane  Societies  of  Pennsylvania  in  October  last.  At 
both  conferences  matters  of  special  interest  to  our  cause  were  ably 
discussed.  We  feel  that  these  annual  gatherings  are  highly  bene¬ 
ficial  from  every  point  of  view. 
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SEVENTH  ANNUAL  PARADE  OF  WORK  HORSES. 

The  Seventh  Annual  Parade  of  Work  Horses  was  held  on 
Wednesday,  June  n,  1913,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  Work  Horse  Parade  Association.  It  was  a  red  letter  day 
for  the  horse  and  he  showed  that  he  had  as  many  friends  and 
admirers  as  has  the  easy-living  racer,  the  mettlesome  polo 
pony  or  the  aristocrat  who  draws  the  millionaire’s  carriage. 

While  the  entries  showed  a  falling  off  in  numbers  as  com¬ 
pared  with  former  years,  it  was  pleasing  to  note  the  improved 
condition  of  the  animals.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  greater  in-’ 
terest  will  be  taken  in  these  yearly  parades,  as  they  tend  to 
promote  interest  in  the  care  and  condition  of  horses. 

Prizes  to  the  amount  of  Seventy-five  Dollars  were  awarded 
by  our  Society  to  the  owners  and  drivers  of  the  winning 
entries. 


HELPFUL  LEGISLATION. 

Our  cause  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  successful  passage  by 
the  Legislature  and  the  signing  by  Governor  Tener  of  needful 
legislation  during  the  past  year  as  follows : — 

An  Act  providing  for  the  humane  destruction  of  animals  which 
are  injured,  disabled  or  diseased  past  recovery  or  unfit  for  any 
useful  purpose,  and  authorizing  any  magistrate  or  justice  of  the 
peace  in  trial  of  a  person  charged  with  violation  of  any  Act  for' 
the  prevention  of  cruelty  to  animals  to  designate  the  proper  per¬ 
son  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  law. 

Also  an  Act  limiting  the  working  hours  of  the  horse  and  other 
animals  used  for  commercial  purposes,  to  wit,  known  as  the 
“ Animal  Labor  Law”  : — 

Section  i.  Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  per¬ 
son  to  lead,  drive,  ride,  or  work,  or  cause  or  permit  any  other  person 
to  lead,  drive,  ride,  or  work,  any  horse,  mare,  mule,  ox,  or  any  other 
animal,  whether  belonging  to  himself  or  in  his  possession  or  control, 
for  more  than  fifteen  hours  in  any  twenty-four  hour  period,  nor  more

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than  ninety  hours  in  any  one  week,  in  any  city  of  the  first  or  second  class  : 
Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  construed  to  war¬ 
rant  any  persons  leading,  driving,  riding  or  walking,  any  animal  a  less 
period  than  fifteen  hours,  when  so  doing  shall  in  any  way  violate  the  laws 
against  cruelty  to  animals. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  found  guilty  before  any  magistrate,  or  alderman, 
of  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than 
ten  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than 
six  months ;  said  fine  to  be  paid  to  any  regularly  incorporated  society 
or  association  for  the  prevention  of  cruelty  to  animals  which  shall  have 
jurisdiction  in  the  county  wherein  suit  is  brought. 

Sec.  3.  Any  policeman  or  constable  of  any  city  of  the  first  or  second 
class,  or  any  agent  of  any  regularly  incorporated  society  or  association 
for  the  prevention  of  cruelty  to  animals,  shall,  upon  his  own  view  of  any 
such  offense,  make  arrest  and  bring  before  any  magistrate  or  alderman 
offenders  found  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act;  and  any  policeman 
or  constable,  or  any  agent  of  any  society  as  aforesaid,  shall  also  make 
arrests  of  such  offenders  on  warrants  duly  issued  according  to  law,  when 
such  offense  is  not  committed  in  view  of  said  policeman,  constable  or 
agent. 

Act  of  July  22,  1913. 

The  above  law  is  most  unique  and  is  evincive  of  the  rapid 
strides  being  made  in  animal  protection  throughout  our  country. 

VICIOUS  LEGISLATION  DEFEATED. 

One  of  the  most  vicious  bills  ever  introduced  in  our  Legisla¬ 
ture  was  defeated  by  the  concerted  efforts  of  representatives,  of 
every  anti-cruelty  organization  in  Pennsylvania,  nobly  assisted  by 
the  public  press.  The  measure,  commonly  known  as  the  Dickin¬ 
son  Bill,  provided  that  all  dog's  and  cats  not  redeemed  at  the 
several  pounds  in  the  Commonwealth  after  a  certain  period  should 
be  sold  to  the  manufacturers  of  biological  products  and  to  Uni¬ 
versities  and  medical  colleges  for  experimental  purposes. 

LIVE  FOWL  INSPECTION. 

Special  attention  has  been  given  during  the  year  to  live  fowl 
shipments  and  in  several  instances  shippers  residing  in  various 
sections  of  the  State  were  arrested  and  fined  for  .sending  fowls  to 
Philadelphia  in  overcrowded  and  low  coops. 
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Through  the  united  efforts  of  both  Pennsylvania  Societies  for 
the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals,  retail  dealers  are  using- 

o 

extra  high  coops  for  displaying  fowls  on  sale,  thus  alleviating 
much  suffering. 

The  poultry  districts  are  visited  daily  by  one  or  more  agents 
and  additional  inspectois  are  provided  during  the  two  weeks  prior 
to  all  important  holidays,  when  a  great  number  of  fowls  are 
received. 

By  adhering  strictly  to  the  following  regulations,  shippers  will 

find  that  their  consignments  will  arrive  at  destination  in  good 
condition : — • 


IMPORTANT  TO  SHIPPERS. 

You  are  hereby  warned  that  the  abuse  of  poultry  by  shipping  them  in 
low,  overcrowded  or  poorly  ventilated  coops  makes  you  liable  to  a  fine 
and  imprisonment. 

Carrying  companies  and  their  agents  also  make  themselves  amenable  to 

the  law  in  receiving  and  transporting  poultry  which  are  not  properly 
packed. 

The  law  authorizes  the  taking  charge  of  any  animals  being  carried  in  a 
cruel  manner,  and  any  necessary  expenses  which  may  be  incurred  for 
taking  charge  and  keeping  the  same  shall  be  a  lien  thereon  to  be  paid 
before  the  same  can  be  lawfully  recovered. 

Coops  should  be  constructed  with  solid  board  bottoms  and  slatted  or 
spindled  tops  and  sides.  When  slats  are  used  they  should  not  be  over 
one  and  one-half  inches  wide.  (Do  not  use  boxes)  Standard  coops  meas¬ 
ure  two  feet  wide  by  three  feet  long. 

Coops  for  turkeys  should  not  be  less  than  20  inches  high. 

Coops  for  geese  should  not  be  less  than  16  inches  high. 

Coops  for  old  roosters  should  not  be  less  than  16  inches  high. 

Coops  for  large  fowls  should  not  be  less  than  16  inches  high. 

Coops  for  ducks  should  not  be  less  than  12  inches  high. 

Coops  for  small  fowls  should  not  be  less  than  ^2  inches  high. 

Coops  for  spring  chickens  should  not  be  less  than  12  inches  high. 

I  he  commission  men  who  handle  the  largest  part  of  the  fowls  received 
at  this  market  suggest  the  following  as  the  proper  number  to  be  placed  in 
each  standard  coop  : — 

Turkey  gobblers,  5  to  a  coop. 

Turkey  hens,  6  to  a  coop. 

Geese,  large,  6  to  a  coop. 

Geese,  medium,  8  to  a  coop. 

Geese,  small,  10  to  a  coop. 
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Ducks,  large,  10  to  a  coop. 

Ducks,  medium,  14  to  a  coop. 

Ducks,  small,  18  to  a  coop. 

Roosters  and  fowls,  7  to  10  pounds  a  piece,  8  to  a  coop. 

Roosters  and  fowls,  5  to  7  pounds  a  piece,  10  to  a  coop. 

Roosters  and  fowls,  4  to  5  pounds  a  piece,  14  to  a  coop. 

Roosters  and  fowls,  3  to  4  pounds  a  piece,  16  to  a  coop. 

Roosters  and  fowls,  2  to  3  pounds  a  piece,  18  to  a  coop. 

Roosters  and  fowls,  1  to  2  pounds  a  piece,  20  to  a  coop. 

Squab  pigeons  should  not  be  shipped  under  six  weeks  old. 

VALUED  ASSISTANCE  OF  THE  POLICE. 

Each  year  brings  the  .police  of  our  city  into  closer  co-operation 
with  the  labors  of  this  society. 

During  the  year  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  opened  a 
training  school,  where  the  patrolmen  and  officers  are  given  in¬ 
structions  as  to  the  proper  assistance  required  of  them  in  matters 
brought  to  their  attention,  the  enforcement  of  laws  and  ordi¬ 
nances,  etc. 

By  courtesy  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Police  Bureau,  Tames 
Robinson,  the  privilege  of  talking  to  the  students  at  stated  inter¬ 
vals  on  matters  pertaining  to  the  prevention  of  cruelty  to  animals 
was  extended  to  our  Secretary  and  he  reports  that  the  interest 
shown  by  the  men  in  our  work  is  most  encouraging. 

We  would  suggest  that  sister  organizations  delegate  a  compe¬ 
tent  person  to  address  the  policemen  of  their  cities  on  anti¬ 
cruelty  to  animal  subjects  and  thereby  gain  much  valuable 
assistance. 

STOCK  YARD  INSPECTION. 

Our  agents  carefully  inspected  during  the  year  the  arrivals 
and  shipments  of  live  stock  at  the  various  drove  yards  and  report 
a  marked  improvement  in  many  respects  and  a  small  percentage 
of  animals  killed  and  disabled  in  transportation.  Larger  and 
better  ventilated  cars  have  been  provided  and  greater  care  has 
been  exercised  in  the  feeding  and  watering  of  cattle  upon  arrival. 
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OUR  AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

Our  two  electrically  driven  ambulances  have  been  called  into 
requisition  418  times  for  the  prompt  removal  of  sick,  injured 
and  otherwise  disabled  large  animals  from  highways,  pits,  exca¬ 
vations  and  rivers. 

In  no  year  since  its  establishment  have  the  receipts  from  its 
service  exceeded  the  expense  of  maintenance,  but  we  trust  ere 
long  that  some  kind  hearted  person  will  provide  an  endowment 
sufficient  "to  enable  us  to  render  this  life  saving  service  free  of 
charge  in  all  cases.

I  have  been  requested  by  your  President  to  address  this  con¬ 
vention  on  the  subject  of  “The  Moral  Effect  of  the  Cruelty 
Agent.” 

I  have  in  mind  the  moral  effect  in  its  broadest  sense,  not  con¬ 
fined  to  the  offenders  with  whom  the  agents  come  in  contact  in 
the  performance  of  their  duties,  but  with  reference  to  the  gen¬ 
eral  public. 

There  exists  in  even/  civilized  country  of  the  world  humane 
societies  in  some  form,  whether  they  be  known  as  Bands  of 
Mercy,  Humane  Societies  or  Societies  for  the  Prevention  of 
Cruelty  to  Animals,  and  each  of  these  societies  is  esteemed  and

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honored  by  the  people  at  large  in  exact  proportion  to  the  mental 
and  moral  aptitude  and  fitness  of  the  individual  members  and 
agents  of  the  society. 

Before  discussing  the  essential  qualifications  of  an  agent,  I 
would  like  to  direct  your  attention  to  a  distinction  between  the 
effect  on  the  mind  of  an  offender  when  he  is  arrested  by  a  uni¬ 
formed  policeman  and  when  he  is  arrested  by  one  of  our 
agents.  . 

In  the  first  instance  the  arrest  is  taken  as  a  matter  of  course,  the 
offender  looks  upon  the  policeman  as  performing  the  duty  im¬ 
posed  upon  him  by  law  and  very  seldom  is  there  apparent  any 
resentment  or  personal  feeling  against  the  officer. 

On  the  contrary  in  the  majority  of  such  cases  the  officer  by 
his  experience  and  tact  gets  his  prisoner  to  the  place  of  hearing 
or  lock-up,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  a  perfectly  good  humor  and 
on  terms  of  friendliness  with  his  captor. 

The  Cruelty  Agent  meets  with  an  entirely  different  state  of 
affairs.  In  the  first  place  the  sudden  appearance  of  a  civilian, 
displaying  a  badge  hitherto  concealed,  creates  an  unpleasant  sur¬ 
prise  in  the  mijid  of  the  offender  and  unless  great  tact  and  judg¬ 
ment  are  displayed  bv  the  agent  there  will  be  a  feeling  that  the 
agent  is  a  meddlesome  person  who  has  associated  himself  with 
the  society  out  of  pure  arrogance  and  desire  of  self-assertion. 

The  reason  for  this  state  of  affairs  may  be  stated  as  follows : 
As  you  find  the  highest  regard  for  your  organization  to  exist 
among  the  educated  and  cultured,  so  you  find  most  of  your  offend¬ 
ers  among  the  ignorant  and  easily  prejudiced. 

Before  discussing  the  manner  of  meeting  this  condition  from 
an  individual  standpoint,  permit  me  to  suggest  that  we  should 
first  have  perfect  accord  and  harmony  between  the  various  socie¬ 
ties  of  our  federation  and  between  their  officers,  and  then  the 
agents  should  be  educated  to  their  work. 
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a  competent  policeman  as  soon  as  he  receives  his  uniform,  a 

/ 

badge  and  a  revolver,  but  we  insist  upon  four  months  of  technical 
training  before  the  man  is  permitted  to  assume  his  duties.  So, 
your  agents  have  more  to  do  than  put  on  their  badge  and  sally 
forth. 

There  are  four  factors  to  be  considered,  one  of  which  is  ap¬ 
parent  in  every  act  of  cruelty  that  comes  ta  our  attention :  First, 
ignorance.  Ignorance  as  to  the  conformation  of  the  horse,  ig¬ 
norance  as  to  his  natural  requirements,  ignorance  of  the  limits 
of  endurance  or  ignorance  as  to  proper  equipment. 

The  second  factor  is  poverty,  and  I  submit  to  you  ladies  and 
gentlemen  that  there  is  far  more  poverty  to-day  in  this  great 
Commonwealth  than  the  casual  observer  is  wont  to  believe.  Those 
of  you  who  are  connected  with  the  children’s  societies  can  bear 
me  out.  and  know  how  pride  or  sentiment  works  to  conceal 
the  facts  in  many  cases. 

The  third  factor  is  indifference.  This  is  usually  apparent  when 
the  owner  has  entrusted  his  animal  to  some  incompetent  person, 
unfortunate  from  birth ;  he  has  been  raised  indifferently,  edu¬ 
cated,  if  at  all,  indifferently,  the  w’orld  has  treated  him  in¬ 
differently,  and  he  is  indifferent  to  himself  and  to  everybody  else, 
his  indifference  to  animals  results  in  cruelty. 

The  fourth,  and  I  regret  to  say  the  most  common  factor;  is 
downright  bad  temper  or  viciousness. 

New  let  us  consider  how  the  agent  is  to  recognize  and  deal 
with  these  various  factors : — 

First  of  all  there  are  some  things  that  he  must  know;  certainly 
he  should  know  the  conformation  of  the  horse ;  certainly  he  should 
know  its  natural  requirements  and  capacity;  certainly  he  should 
be  able  to  distinguish  between  the  bright  eye  and  vigorous  action 
of  health  and  the  dull  eye  and  heavy  motions  of  illness  that  are 
as  apparent  in  the  animal  as  in  the  individual. 
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This  being  taken  for  granted,  how  is  the  agent  to  conduct  him¬ 
self  so  as  to  create  the  greatest  moral  influence  for  the  public 
good,  the  welfare  of  animals  and  the  advancement  of  his  society? 

Ignorance  must  be  met  with  education.  To  arrest  an  ignorant 
man  who  would  do  better  if  he  knew  is  likely  to  create  hatred 
in  his  mind  and  perhaps  the  animus  will  be  worked  off  at  the 
first  opportunity  on  the  very  animal  the  agent  thought  to 
protect. 

Poverty  must  be  met  with  kindness.  I  recall  a  few  months 
ago  when  leaving  the  Union  Stock  Yards  at  Pittsburg  I  came 
upon  a  dead  horse  lying  on  the  cobblestones  of  Ohio  avenue. 
The  animal  was  so  thin  that  every  bone  could  be  plainly  traced 
in  outline  through  the  skin.  Xearby  a  dilapidated  wagon  that 
looked  as  though  one  vigorous  shake  would  send  it  to  pieces  all 
at  once,  like  the  famous  one  horse  shay.  The  owner,  about 
seventy  years  of  age,  bent  and  white  haired,  was,  if  anything, 
more  emaciated  than  the  carcass  by  which  he  stood.  He  told  me 
the  horse  had  died  for  want  of  something  to  eat  and  in  reply  to 
my  question  stated  that  he  himself  had  not  eaten  anything  that 
day.  When  I  offered  him  assistance  to  obtain  some  lunch  he 
declined,  saying  he  did  not  care  to  eat,  that  he  was  “sick  for  his 
horse."  Surely  that  was  not  an  occasion  to  make  an  arrest. 

Indifference  must  be  treated  with  a  warning.  Usually  down¬ 
right  wickedness  and  deliberate  cruelty  are  not  present  and  a 
warning  awakens  the  faculties  and  best  serves  the  purpose. 

But  when  wilful 'cruelty  is  apparent  an  arrest  should  be  made,, 
not  arrogantly  or  with  a  superior  air,  but  in  such  a  manner  as 
to  convince  the  offender  that  it  is  not  a  personal  matter  of  perse¬ 
cution,  but  a  public  matter  of  prosecution,  and  after  the  hearing, 
whether  the  offender  be  convicted  or 'not,  the  agent  should  not 
leave  until  with  a  kindly  word  he  has  grasped  the  other's  hand, 
looked  him  in  the  eye  and  wrung  from  his  heart  a  smile. 
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Do  you  think  it  hard  to  do?  Does  it  sound  impossible?  I 
assure  you  it  is  not,  for  I  believe  that  if  you  are  right  you  can 
do  anything  with  the  mind  of  a  man,  providing  you  approach 
your  task  with  earnestness,  sincerity  and  kindness. 

Note. — The  suggestions  as  outlined  in  Capt.  Lumb’s  address  should  be 
carefully  followed  by  every  sister  organization.  Properly  conducted 
Societies  P.  C.  A.  do  not  measure  success  by  the  number  of  convictions 
obtained  and  fines  imposed,  but  by  the  instances  of  animal  abuse  pre¬ 
vented. 

GENERAL  RESUME. 

Since  our  Society  was  instituted  in  June,  1867,  it  has  investi¬ 
gated  seven  hundred  and  seventy  thousand,  seven  hundred 
and  ninety-four  (770,794)  complaints;  prosecuted  four¬ 
teen  thousand,  three  hundred  and  fifty- two  (14,352) 

offenders;  suspended  from  labor  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
nine  thousand,  two  hundred  and  forty-three  (129,243) 

horses  and  mules;  caused  the  blanketing  of  sixty-one  thousand, 
four  hundred  and  thirteen  (61,413)  horses  and  mules,  and 
humanely  killed  seventeen  thousand,  three  hundred  and 
fifty-one  (17,351)  old,  sick  and  injured  animals. 

During  the  past  year  our  agents  at  the  several  horse  bazaars 
condemned  420  animals  as  being  totally  unfit  for  commercial  use, 
all  of. which  were  humanely  destroyed.  Since  the  passage  of  the 
Act  of  1909,  prohibiting  the  sale  of  old,  sick  and  disabled  horses, 

two  thousand,  three  hundred  and  twenty-eight  (2,328) 

.were  mercifully  killed. 

Through  the  generosity  of  a  valued  friend  we  added  a  motor¬ 
cycle  to  our  equipment  during  the  year.  It  is  used  by  an  agent  in 
patroling  Broad  street  and  answering  emergency  calls  from  all 
sections  of  the  city  and  outlying  districts. 

Our  interior  county  agents  have  been  active  and  diligent  and 
our  city  agents  have  given  faithful  service.

DRIVERS 


1.  Don’t  fail  to  read  this. 

2.  Don’t  forget  that  your  horse  helps  you  to  earn  a  living. 

3.  Don’t  forget  that  he  will  repay  you  for  his  cost  if  you  treat  him  right. 

4.  Don’t  stand  him  in  the  sun  when  by  moving  across  the  street  or 

around  the  corner  you  can  find  shade.

5.  Don’t  put  the  same  load  on  him  when  the  thermometer  is  at  90  as  you 

do  when  it  is  just  above  the  freezing  point. 

6.  Don’t  fail  to  give  him  water  at  short  intervals. 

7.  Don’t  fail  to  bathe  his  head  with  cold  water. 

8.  Don’t  give  him  whisky  unless  advised  by  a  veterinary  surgeon. 

9.  Don’t  take  any  yourself.  Whisky  heats  the  blood,  and  nine-tenths  of 

the  abuses  of  animals  are  directly  traceable  to  its  use. 

10.  Don’t  fail  to  wash  your  horse’s  mouth  out. 

11.  Don’t  fail,  if  he  shows  signs  of  exhaustion,  to  give  him  an  half-hour’s 

rest. 

12.  Don’t  fail,  if  exhaustion  continues,  to  bathe  his  entire  body  with  water. 

13.  Don’t  fail,  in  extreme  cases,  to  apply  ice  to  the  head  and  ice  water  to 

the  body,  so  as  to  reduce  the  temperature. 

14.  Don’t  lash  your  horse  when  he  is  doing  the  best  he  can. 

15.  Don’t  lash  him  at  any  time.  He’ll  do  better  if  you  are  kinckto  him. 

16.  Don’t  swear  at  him.  Profanity  is  never  commendable. 

17.  Don’t  forget  that  he  is  a  sentient  being,  and  can  feel  either  the  lash  of 

your  whip  or  of  your  tongue. 

18.  Don’t  forget  that  he  is  a  faithful  servant,  and  use  him  as  such. 

19.  Don’t  hesitate  about  employing  veterinary  'aid  when  your  horse  is  in 

danger. 

20.  Don’t  take  advice  from  the  man  in  the  crowd  who  “knows  it  all”  and 

is  always  on  hand.

IF  THE  HORSE  WHY  NOT  THE  MAN  ? 
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TWENTY  COLD  WEATHER  DON’TS  FOR 

DRIVERS 


1.  Don't  use  cold  bits  in  cold  weather.  Your  horse’s  tongue  is  tender 

and  his  mouth  is  formed  of  delicate  glands  and  tissues. 

2.  Don't  clip  your  horse  when  the  mercury  is  at  the  freezing  point. 

3.  Don't  fail  to  blanket  your  horse  when  he  stands  in  the  cold. 

4.  Don't  forget  that  nasal  catarrh,  diphtheria,  bronchitis  and  other  ills 

often  result  from  exposure  and  the  chill  which  follows  suddenly 
checked  perspiration. 

5.  Don't  fail  to  keep  your  horse’s  shoes  sharp  when  the  streets  are 

slippery. 

6.  Don’t  put  your  horse’s  feet  in  unskilled  hands.  Good  feet  are  spoiled 

by  bad  shoeing. 

7.  Don't  keep  your  horse  in  an  overheated  stable,  then  stand  him  for 

hours  in  a  freezing  atmosphere,  and  wonder  why  he  became  para¬ 
lyzed. 

8.  Don't  fail  to  water  your  horse  the  first  thing  in  the  morning,  but  not 

with  ice  water. 

9.  Don't  load  your  horse  too  heavily  when  the  streets  and  roads  are 

blocked  with  snow. 

10.  Don’t  force  him  to  back  a  heavy  load  over  a  heavy  snow  bank.  A 

shovel,  with  a  little  energy,  will  make  it  easier  for  your  horse  and 
your  conscience.

11.  Don't  try  to  convince  your  horse  that  he  is  on  skates  when  his  feet 

strike  the  slippery  asphalt.  Go  slow,  my  son. 

12.  Don’t  fail  to  oil  your  wagon  axles.  There  is  a  heap  of  humanity  in 

wagon  grease. 

13.  Don't  fail  to  properly  shelter  your  stock  from  the  cold,  and  exercise 

them  when  the  weather  is  good. 

14.  Don’t  fail  to  have  your  horse's  teeth  examined.  Of  what  use  is  food 

if  your  horse  can’t  eat  it. 

15.  Don't  dock  your  horse’s  tail.  He  needs  it  in  winter  as  well  as  sum¬ 

mer,  and  it  was  put  there  by  a  Master  hand. 
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1 6.  Don’t  overcheck  your  horse.  Nature’s  curves  are  always  graceful. 

1 7.  Don't  forget  that  there  is  more  profit  in  coaxing  a  horse  than  in  kick¬ 

ing  him.  Try  gentleness  and  see  how  it  grows  on  you. 

18.  Don’t  wait  till  your  horse  is  dead,  or  nearly  so,  before  you  send  for  a 

doctor  or  an  ambulance. 

19.  Don’t  kill  your  horse  trying  to  get  him  out  of  a  hole  before  you  send 

for  the  derrick. 

20.  Don’t  send  anonymous  complaints.  “A  Lover  of  Animals,”  “Friend 

to  Humanity”  and  other  familiar  writers  belie  their  titles  when 
they  fail  to  send  their  address.  Be  manly  and  don’t  hesitate  to 
appear  when  you  are  needed  for  the  successful  investigation  or 
prosecution  of  a  case.  Don’t,  by  your  seeming  cowardice,  consign 
your  complaint  to  the  waste-basket.

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POINTS  OF  A  GOOD  STABLE 


Men  bring  the  horses  in  at  night  cool  and  breathing  easily. 

Legs  well  rubbed  if  wet  or  muddy,  or  if  the  horses  are  tired. 

Head,  ears  and  neck  well  rubbed  if  wet  from  rain  or  sweat. 

Horses  sponged  under  collar  and  saddle. 

Horses  well  brushed  if  dry. 

Feet  washed  and  examined  for  nails. 

Eyes,  nose  and  dock  sponged  in  summer. 

In  very  hot  weather  horses  wiped  all  over  with  a  wet  sponge  on  com¬ 
ing  in. 

Horses  given  a  little  water,  but  not  much,  on  coming  in  warm. 

No  grain  fed  for  at  least  an  hour. 

Horses  watered  when  cool,  then  hayed,  watered  again  and  grained.  (In 
any  case  watered  twice  after  coming  in  at  night.) 

X 

Plenty  of  bedding,  and  horses  bedded  down  all  day  Sunday. 

Hay  and  grain  of  the  best  quality. 

A  bran  mash  Saturday  night;  cool  in  summer,  hot  in  winter. 

Hayloft  kept  clean. 

Cobwebs  swept  down. 

Harness,  especially  collars,  kept  clean. 

Wide  stalls. 

Horses  tied  long,  so  that  they  can  lie  with  heads  on  the  floor. 

Plenty  of  fresh  air,  but  no  draughts. 

No  fumes  from  manure  pit. 

Stalls  not  boarded  up,  but  grating  in  the  upper  part. 

Drying-room  for  wet  blankets. 

Stable  quiet  at  night  and  on  Sundays. 

Horses  cleaned  Sunday  morning. 

Slatted  outside  doors  for  hot  weather. 

Stable  foreman  good  tempered,  and  not  a  drinking  man. 

Comfortable  room,  with  a  bathtub,  for  the  man-  in  charge. 

Most  important  of  all — Horses  handled  gently,  neither  struck,  nor  yelled 
at,  nor  sworn  at. 

Owner  drops  in  often. 
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POINTS  OF  A  BAD  STABLE 


Horses  brought  in  hot  and  breathing  hard. 

Harness  stripped  off  roughly,  and  horses  rushed  into  stalls  without  rub¬ 
bing,  cleaning  or  sponging. 

Horses’  legs  washed.

Horses  tied  short  for  fear  of  their  being  cast,  as  is  likely  when  they  are 
put  up  dirty. 

Stable  close — no  ventilating  shaft. 

Windows  dirty. 

Manure  pit  ventilates  into  stable. 

Stalls  boarded  up  high,  where  the  horses’  heads  are. 

Men  loafing  in  the  stable  in  the  evening  and  on  Sunday.

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HOW  TO  PROCEED  IN  CASES  OF  CRUELTY 


By  Giving  the  Offender  into  an  Officer’s  Custody. 

• 

Under  the  law  of  this  Commonwealth,  the  police  throughout  the  State  are 
required  to  assist  the  Society,  its  agents  and  members  in  the  enforcement 
of  all  laws  for  the  protection  of  animals.  •  Therefore,  if  an  officer  be  present 
when  an  act  of  cruelty  is  committed,  show  him  your  card  of  membership  ; 
and  if  the  abuse  is  wilful  or  malicious,  ask  him  to  arrest  the  offender. 

It  should  be  noted,  however,  that,  in  calling  for  police  assistance,  the 
officer  can  only  arrest  upon  his  own  view  of  a  misdemeanor.  If  he  does 
not  see  the  offence  committed,  nor  cannot  be  found  until  after  the  abuse  has 
ceased,  he  cannot  arrest  upon  your  complaint  or  statement,  and  in  such 
case  or  cases  it  will  be  necessary  to  proceed  by  warrant. 


By  Arrest  of  the  Accused  under  Warrant. 

If  this  mode  of  procedure  is  found  necessary,  call  at  the  Society’s  office, 
No.  1627  Chestnut  Street,  and  make  known  the  facts  and  evidence.  If,  after 
investigation,  the  evidence  is  sufficient  to  justify  prosecution,  the  Society 
will  conduct  the  case  with  as  little  inconvenience  as  possible  to  the  com¬ 
plainant. 

Suggestions. 

1.  If  the  abuse  is  merely  thoughtless,  and  is  devoid  ot  malice,  a  word  of 
caution  and  reproof  may  be  sufficient. 

2.  If  it  arises  from  ignorance,  explain  the  advantages  of  kind  treatment ; 
show  that  the  apparent  obstinacy  of  the  suffering  animal  is,  probably,  simply 
natural  and  unavoidable  terror,  and  suggest  such  mild  measures  as  you 
think  the  case  requires. 

3.  If  you  desire  to  prosecute,  do  not  hesitate  to  testify  before  a  magistrate. 
A  reluctance  on  the  part  of  witnesses  to  testify  acts  as  a  continual  drawback 
in  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  this  Society. 

4.  If  you  have  a  complaint  to  make,  sign  your  name  and  address  in  full. 
The  complainant’s  name  is  not  mentioned,  and  always  aids  in  our  investi¬ 
gations.  Anonymous  complaints  receive  no  consideration. 

5.  Make  a  note  of  the  time  when,  and  the  street  or  place  where,  the 
offence  occurred,  and  the  names  and  residences  of  any  persons  present. 
Also,  if  possible,  obtain  the  name  and  address  of  the  offender,  the  number 
or  name  on  the  vehicle,  or  any  other  fact  that  will  assist  in  the  investigation 
of  the  case. 

6.  If  you  do  not  wish  to  prosecute,  but  think  an  official  warning  will  be 
useful,  the  Secretary  will  issue  one  at  your  request. 

7.  In  all  cases  send  a  statement  of  the  cruel  act  to  the  office,  to  be  entered 
on  the  books,  for  the  information  of  the  members  and  agents,  that  our 
officers  may  guard  against  the  repetition  of  similar  acts,  and  that  we  may 
learn  in  what  respects  reform  is  most  needed.

O  Thee,  My  Master,  I  offer  my  prayer:  Feed 
me,  water  and  care  for  me,  and  when  the 
day’s  work  is  done,  provide  me  with  shelter, 
a  clean,  dry  bed,  and  a  stall  wide  enough  for 
me  to  lie  down  in  comfort. 

Always  be  kind  to  me.  Talk  to  me.  Your 
voice  often  means  as  much  to  me  as  the  reins.  Pet  me 
sometimes,  that  I  may  serve  you  the  more  gladly  and 
learn  to  love  you.  Do  not  jerk  the  reins,  and  do  not  whip 
me  when  going  up  hill.  Never  strike,  beat  or  kick  me 
when  I  do  not  understand  what  you  want,  but  give  me  a 
chance  to  understand  you.  Watch  me,  and  if  I  fail  to  do 
your  bidding,  see  if  something  is  not  wrong  with  my 
harness  or  feet. 

Do  not  check  me  so  that  I  cannot  have  the  free  use  of 
my  head.  If  you  insist  that  I  wear  blinders  so  that  I 
cannot  see  behind  me  as  it  was  intended  I  should,  I  pray 
you  be  careful  that  the  blinders  stand  well  out  from  my 
eyes. 

Do  not  overload  me,  or  hitch  me 
drip  on  me.  Keep  me  well  shod, 
when  I  do  not  eat,  I  may  have  an  ulcerated  tooth,  and 
that,  you  know,  is  very  painful.  Do  not  tie  my  head  in 
an  unnatural  position,  or  take  away  my  best  defense 
against  flies  and  mosquitoes  by  cutting  off  my  tail. 

I  cannot  tell  you  when  I  am  thirsty,  so  give  me  clean 
cool  water  often.  Save  me,  by  all  means  in  your  power, 
from  that  fatal  disease — the  glanders.

Without  the  power  to  choose  my  shoes  or  path  I  some¬ 
times  fall  on  the  hard  pavements,  which  I  often  pray 
might  not  be  of  wood,  but  of  such  a  nature  as  to  give  me 
a  safe  and  sure  footing.

after.  You  will  not  consider  me  irreverent  if  I  ask  this 
in  the  name  of  Him  who  was  born  in  a  stable.
